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DETAILED ACTION 

Response To Amendment 

(1 .) The amendment filed on July 1 1 , 2005 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

(2.) Newly submitted claims 7-13 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 7-13 
recite a compression wave injection carburetor having an intake pathway coupled to a 
crank case of an engine and an air-fuel pathway coupled to a compression chamber of the 
engine. This type of carburetor has never before been claimed in this application and is 
therefore clearly independent and distinct from the originally claimed invention. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 7-13 are withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a nonelected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP section 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102/103 
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(3.) The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 


(4.) Claims 1,3,4, and 6 are again rejected as unpatentable over the prior art as applied 
in paragraphs 5 and 6 on page 3 of the last Office action (dated April 6, 2005). 

Response To Arguments 

(5.) Applicant's arguments filed on July 1 1 , 2005 have been carefully reviewed but are 
found to be unpersuasive. Contrary to applicant's comments, Nonaka does indeed show 
a metering pin with a slide portion 21 and tip (note lowermost portion of slide portion 
21 in Figure 1) inserted into fuel nozzle 11. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(6.) Claims 2 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. It is noted that the use of the expression "tube- 
like" (claim 2, line 5, and claim 5, line 5) is unnecessary and may actually be somewhat 
confusing. Perhaps, this expression should be changed to -tube—. 
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(7.) As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must comply 
with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. 
See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) and MPEP section 707.07(a).
